The Carson Index taken its stand 


against a Constitutional Convention, 
and tersely states its views in the sub- 
joined: 


We nave .always looked .somewhat 


askance at tho proposition to hold a 
convention for the formation of a new 
Constitution for the State of Nevada. 
The suggestion did not at first emanate 
from any popular demand for a change 
iu our fundamental law and the sudden 
springing of the proposition in the 
State platforms of both the Democratic 
and Republican parties, looked very 
much like a job. The simple truth is 
that to hold a convention will entail a 
vast expense while the danger of turn- 
ing our State Government topsy turvy 
by on ill advised, incoherent and unjust 
instrument is imminent. During the 
four years term of office upon which 
our newly elected State officers are 
about to enter it would be better, all 
things considered, to let the Constitu- 
tion remain about as it is. Economy 
can be practiced in every department 
and a vast reduction in State and county 
expenditures can be effected by judi- 
cious legislation. Meanwhile such rad- 
ical and well considered changes as are 
thought advisable can be introduced 
and preliminarily passed during the 
coming session of the Legislature. In 
*he course o! the four yenrs upon which 
we are about to enter such of the 
amendments as meet with the approval 
of the people will have become a part of 
the Constitution iu ample time to take 
effect as the constitutional law of "tho 
State Tfor the guidance of the then in- 
coming officers. This mode of proceed- 
ing is comparatively inexpensive, and 
will enable the people to thoroughly 
scrutinize 
each 
separate 
proposed 


amendment. Our little poverty stricken 
State is iu no condition to enter upon 
any wholesale experiments in tho way 
of framing u new Constitution, It is 
even better to bear the ills we have 
than fly to others that we know not of. 
Let caution be the rule of action, or 
else we are liable to drift into hopeless 
bankruptcy.

The cemetery is situ 
ated on rolling land covered with .sage 
brush .1 There is a thin, wasted soi 
near the surface, covering what is 
known as hard-pan or, cement, which 
resembles ashes when* it is disintegrated 
by exposure to the atmosphere). Ther 
is salt and lime in this cement, which is 
about a foot thick and overlying smal 
stones which are co vered with a white, 
lime-like substance.

powers displayed by Judge Hillyer in 
his judicial life, entitle him to an hon- 
orable rank among the Magistrates by 
whom the Courts of the United States

Called frequently to sit in this Court, 
and in conjunction with Us presiding 
Judge, and alone, to act in cases of great 
importance and varied interests, fre- 
quently involving new questions or the 
adaptation of old principles and rules 
to new conditions, he invariably showed 
a clear and accurate knowledge of the 
'undamental reasons, which should 
govern the several departments of tha 
"law. 
His natural mind was strong, 


comprehensive and impartial, and his 
unswerving industry and untiring re-» 
search always kept him from the devel- 
opment of individual idiosyncrasy and 
in the safe path of approved precedent. 
To try a case before him was to show 
that all the law which illustrated it 
would be well considered and digested 
before decision. At the same time there 
was nothing narrow in his opinions, he 
was eminently catholic and broad, and 
with him justice and law went hand in 
hand. There were no dark corners in 
his heart. Urbane, but firm; as a Judge 
respecting his own dignity, he never 
touched upon the rights of the bar. 
To 


its members his bearing was always cor- 
dial and familiar, but never so as to in- 
volve any loss of respect for himself or 
the Court; and such was their affection 
for him that they mourn his death as 
the death of a near and dear friend. 
Those who kuowr him best loved him 
most. There never wus a more penial 
companion in private and social inter- 
course; he had all the buoyancy of a 
child, tempered by the refinement of an 
accomplished gentleman.

companion, disinterested friend, dutiful 
son, kind and indulgent father, tender 
husband, wise and impartial Judge, 
useful citizen, tht< sheaf' of his life's 
labor is full of all that is lovely, pure 
aiid noble.
